Mathews High Ist in math

The sum of the squares of the 
lengths of all the sides of a rec- 
tangle is 100. Find the length of 
a diagonal of the rectangle 

Give up? 

Students at two area high 
schools solve this kind of prob 
lem with aplomb 

In fact, they tackled 36 ques- 
tions of similar or greater diffi- 
culty this year competing for 
awards from the Virginia Mathe- 
matics League 

Mathews High, in its first 
year of competition, outsmarted 
10 other schools to win first 
place in the region 

Gloucester High, which won 
the regional competition two 
years ago and was nudged into 
second place by one point last 
year, tied for second this year 

Membership in the math 
league is open to all levels of 
private and public schools in the 
state 

Six tests, containing six prob- 
lems each, are administered dur- 
ing the school year 

Each school sends the league 
its top five scores on each test, 
and points are accumulated for 


the school and for individual 
students 

More than 100 high schools 
grouped into 13 regions partici- 
pated in the contest this year, 
said Andre Samson, a founder of 
the league 

The area schools are in Re 
gion 7, composed of schools in 
Lancaster County, Chesapeake, 
Franklin, Norfolk, Suffolk, Vir- 
ginia Beach and Williamsburg 

The league will present Math- 
ews High a plaque for its re 
gional win, and top scorng stu- 
dents at all schools will receive 
certificates 

About 40 Gloucester students 
in calculus and math analysis 
Classes participated in the con- 
test, said Martha Borden, math 
department chairman 

Students who accumulated 
the highest scores were seniors 
Paula Hicks and Shawn Stickler 
and juniors Patricia Gillespie, 
Matt Boon, Peter Brewer and 
Derek Owens, Mrs. Borden said. 

About 25 students, including 
all in the pre-calculus class plus 
others who wanted to compete, 
were involved at Mathews, said 
math teacher John Brown 

Brothers Thomas Hyery a 


sophomore, and David Hyer, a 
senior, led the way 

The Hyer’s identical cumula- 
live scores were tops in the re 
gion and seventh in the state. 

Other top scorers were sen- 
iors Krista Gustafson and Billy 
Hooper and sophomore Bob 
Greene 

Thomas Hyer distinguished 
himself in other math contests 
this year, Brown said 

Thomas was one of more than 
380,000 students from 7,000 high 
schools who took the 1984 Amer- 
ican High School Mathematics 
Examination. He ranked fifth 
out of 19,313 students in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia-Maryland-Vir- 
ginia region on the test. 

His score led to an invitation 
to take the American Invita- 
tional Mathematics Examina- 
tion 

Hyer ranked second of 56 stu- 
dents in the region in that con- 
test and won $40 

Thomas was one of only three 
Virginia students invited to a 
third level of competition, the 
USA Mathematical Olympiad 
His score on that test has not 
been received, Brown said.
